3.—That to maintain order, the detach- 
ments’ of troopa from the six Powers now 
in Croto should Le reinforced by five or six 
hundred mon each, 

4,—The spoedy enforcement vf auto- 
nomic administration in the Island, 

5,—'That jn caso, Grecee refused to ova- 
cuate the Tstand, she should he immediate- 
ly coerced by the Admirals .of the Powers. 

6.—That the blockade of the Inland 
should be proclaimed and rigorously appli- 
ed, and, if necessary, the Admirals should 
be authorized to declaro and employ an 
effective blockade to cortain ports of Grecee,

AN ORDNANGE STORE CLERK'S DIFFICULTIES. 

M. H. ‘Baptista, clerk at the Ordnance 
Store, applied for a receiving order under 
Section 8 of the Bankruptcy Ordinanco. 

Mr C.D. Wilkinson, who appeared for 
the debtor, said the debtor was Swenty- 
tree years of uge. The rexson for his ap- 
plying for the protection of the Court was 
in consequence of hia baving betéinduced 
by a man also employed in the Ordnance 
Store. Department tu be security for a toan 
of money. The total amount due :by his 
client with respect to debts incurred by 
himself alone was only $500. The debta 
incurred by him on behalfof other friends 
amounted to about $2000 odd:  Judg- 
ments had been obtained against him in 
respect of these debts incurred on behalf of 
lis friends, Orders had boen made for 
payment by him of monthly sums which 
es was quite unable to pay out of his 
salary. He was in daily fear of execution 
—in fact, execution had, been issued. He 
was in duily fear of being arrested, and for 
that reason he had come before tha Court. 
What he proposed to do was to make u 
suggestion for a scheine of arrangement 
His object was to sct aside a portion of his 
salary until the whole of his debts were 
paid! Ho was in receipt of $60 1 month 
and_propored to sct aside $35. 

His Lordship asked why s man in the 
debtor's position should be so foolish ax te 
put himsclf into such difficulties. 

Mr Wilkinson said he could not say. 
There were two bankruptcies bufure His 
Lordship, both-the bankrupts being in the 
same position. ‘fhe other petitioner was a 
young man of 21.

M. H. Baptista said—-I am 23 years age. 
I am clerk in’ the Ordnance Store. My 
salary is 860 a month, I have no other 
means of paying my debts. My debts wero 
all incurred through Mr Allinson of the 
Ordnance Store. I becamo security for 
him for roughly apeaking $2,000. My 
total liabilities are $2,600, I have been 
paying tonics on behalf of Mr Albn- 
son. Tum not able to continue paying. I 
have paid over 870. Judgments were re- 
covered against me for 8800 on account of 
this debt, and an order made for monthly 
instalments’ of $110. 1 found it absolutely 
impossible to pay these instalments.

‘In a recent number of Cascell’s Saturduy 
Journal, Mr Ganz, the well-known susi- 
ginn, has been giving his views on that 
question which is eternally cropping up— 
“Is England a musical nation? Mr Ganz, 
T may remark, is undoubtedly an authority, 
on singing at any ‘rate. He has been sct- 
tled in England for 48 years, and during 


most famous singers. He thinka that the 
English -nation is decidedly musical, and 
assures us that of late yeara immense 
strides have been made in the art. Only a 
few years’ ago, orchestral concerts. wero 
searcoly supported at all, and fhe de- 


mand for first-class music was ° 50 
small that even tho old Philhor- 
monic Sucicty was in great — difficul- 
tios, The ‘singing’ in London, ho 
says, ia the very best in the world. Tho 
reason is that so imany nationalities meet 
and unite there-that they must learn some- 
thing from each other. The Itelian side 
is not exaggerated, nor is the German. 
Woe find ‘the--German declamatory style, 
the French: nasal, and tho shouting. high 
notes of Italy, but they ore all beautifully 
moulded down; as it were, with the result 
that.in England the singing. is moro re- 
fined than in any other country.’ ~ 
According to Mr Ganz, the British 
have very. good voices indeed. The 
Ttalians are. more smooth, but they 
sound mere musical because the language 
is more appropriate. He does not oxplain, 
however, why the Itslian voico is still 
smoother than the British, even when ‘tho 
Northernor sings in Italian, yet’such is the 
caso. Mr Ganz does not mention a most. 
important factor which ought te bo con- 
sidered when the Italians are, compared 
with the British. The Italiana get véry 
much more practice. The average singer 
in England goes for his lesson once or 
twice a week, while the Italian singer goes 
asa rule, once 2 day. Herein lies the 
socret of the frequent superiority of the 
Southerner. :

THE REBELLION. IN THE 
PHILIPPINES. 
THE CAPTURE OF IMUS——~ 

The Manila papers to hand bythe Yuen+ 
aang contain long descriptions of tha opera- 
tions round Imus, culminating in tho 
capture of the town by the royalist troops. 
As usual, the groater part of tho special 
correspondent’s reports are purely imagina- 
tive, and yropugnant with most fulsome 
flattery and chronicles of brave deeds of 
every olficer and non-cominiasioned officer in 
the service, embellished with the most 
vehemont and sonorous adjectives only to 
bo found in the rich language of Cervantes. 

To put tha facts briefly, great disappoint- 
ment appears to have been felt by the 
iilitary authorities at tho result, and the 
feeble resistance offered by the rebels, 
in the end to find Inius burnt to the 
ground, and the greater part of the rebel 
army marching off in an unexpected direc- 
tion, leaving tho fiual coup shorn of the 
importance the Spaniards expected, 

On tho 24th March the general advance. - 
commenced towards the trenches of Anabo 
where General Zabalo was killed o fow 
days previously, and since considerably 
strengthened by the rebels. This position 
was taken after three-quartera of an hour's 


fight, the Spaniords losing 2 officers and 12 
nen killed, and 101. men wounded. Ths 
following day the advanca -was ‘continued 
until in sight of the roof of the Estate houaa
